Executive Director’s Report

L. Center Renovation 

a. The first floor of the Community Center hosted limited classes since April 1. Many of 
Our activities are now being offered in a hybrid format to accommodate all participants. 
A hybrid highlight so far was when we had over 30 people in person and 14 people on 
Zoom for our Sing program. Our new (to us) piano was being played and all the voices 
singing together was a long awaited treat! 

b. Ground floor programming is scheduled to begin Tuesday, April 19, at which point all 
spaces will be turned over to the town for use. 

c. We have over 140 attendees who have registered for our “Welcome Back Luncheon” 
scheduled for April 28. Tours will immediately follow the luncheon. The luncheon is 
sponsored by the ASA and Dot Lansil, a longtime volunteer who passed away in 2021. 

d. May 5 will be an additional Open House Event, including a formal Ribbon cutting at 
5:30pm. All board members are welcome to attend. 

e. Staff had a training with My Senior Center, and learned how to use our updated 
Database system including our scan in cards for all residents 


lI. COA Services Update 
a. A big thank you to Pat Baillieul for all she did during this tax season. She worked 
tirelessly to organize our AARP tax preparation sessions each week. 
b. Elderly & Disabled Tax Relief Committee met on March 31 to make application 
decisions. They awarded over $12,000 of property tax relief to Arlington residents. 
c. Minuteman Senior Services is moving back in to the building on May 27; Meals on 
Wheels will begin operating out of the building the following week and congregate 
dining will begin June 1. 
d. Programs beginning/resuming this spring include a Walking Club at the Res, Cribbage, 
Bridge, Mahjongg, Pool, Current Events, Computer/Technology Help, Movies, 
Parkinson’s Group, Shakespeare and Garden Club. 
e. Special events in May include a Spring Tea event, a Traffic Safety Discussion with Officer 
Corey Rateau. In honor of Memorial Day, we are also hosting a Veterans Presentation 
on May 26. We are also running an Elder Law Workshop.
